indianajiolfs, Dec. l l.—The fuel sit­ 
uation in Indiana is becoming serious, 
as the competition for fuel from rep­ 
resentatives of industries that arr on 
the verge .of a coal famine has reach­ 
ed the point where they are bidding 
against each other at the mines. 
The 
car supply is still inadequate to oper­ 
ate toe mines m ore than three or four 
days a week. 
O perators who have 
carefully investigated say that even if 
there was an adequate supply of cars, 
the 
railroad 
companies 
could 
not 
gr« ally relieve the situation, as they 
have not the locomotives to move the 
coal. 
Even if they hat] more engines 
they would still be handicapped by 
not having double tracks. 
The single 
tracked roads are already congested 
with the movement of the immense 
grain crop and the holiday freightage 
in the ordinary lines of merchandise 
Is heavier than ever before, so the 
coal operator does not stand a very 
good show. 
However, some relit f is 
expected soon, owing to the closing 
of navigation on the great lakes, as it 
is expected that thousands of cars 
used in delivering coal to the various 
ports will be diverted to the Indiana 
fields.

probable im m ediate precipitation of a 
general strike throughout Russia and 
a possible final struggle between the 
government and the proletariat. 
This slidden change for the worse 
is the result of the shedding of the 
first blood in the telegraph strike, al­ 
most sim ultaneously with the action 
of M. Durnovo, m inister of the in­ 
terior, in throwing down the g au n t­ 
let to the labor organizations by a r­ 
resting M. Krustaleff, president of the 
executive com m ittee of the w orkm en’s 
council, without warning. 
Krustaleff 
made no resistance and the affair was 
conducted quietly. 
It w'as impossible 
for Krustaleff to conceal the papers 
of the organization in which the police 
exidently expect to find evidence prov­ 
ing the ultim ate effect to be an arm ed 
uprising against the government. 
A disturbance iii which two strikers 
were killed and a policeman and sev- 
| eral others wounded occurred at the 
j sam e hour im m ediately in front of the 
general postoffice. 
The strikers for 
two days had been seeking to per- 
| suade the volunteer and regular ear- 
I riers to refuse to work. 
At the door 
j of the building the strikers, enraged 
; by the refusal of the volunteers to 
quit, drew knives, whereupon a -car­ 
rier attem pted to defend himself with 
a revolver. 
Both the carrier and a 
companion were killed on the spot. A 
squad of policemen was stood off by 
th* strikers and workmen who sym ­ 
p a th iz e d with them. 
Both sides ex- 
j changed 
a 
fierce 
fusilade. 
during 
| which a policeman and several work­ 
men were wounded. 
As the strikers were withdrawing 
a Cossack patrol cam e galloping to tho 
rescue. 
One of the strikers turned 
and threw an Imitation bomb and the 
Cossacks wheeled in order to avoid 
what they presum ed to be a deadly 
missile. 
The crowd managed to get 
in an open court-way, close the door 
and escape. 
The news of the arrest of Krustaleff 
created an im m ense sensation am ong 
the workmen. 
All the socialist, labor 
and 
kindred 
organizations 
at 
once 
held a meeting at which most inflam­ 
matory speeches were made in denun­ 
ciation of the governm ent, all talking 
of a general strike in order to save 
their lender. 
Krustaleff, as he is called, though 
that is not his name, is regarded as 
the brains of the revolutionary move­ 
ment. 
He has displayed genius in 
organizing 
both 
the 
industrial 
and 
political strikes which have terrorized 
the government. 
His offer of finan­ 
cial support to the telegraphers pre­ 
vented a collapse of their strike. 
In some quarters It is believed th at 
the government, realizing that a great 
struggle with the workmen and the 
socialist organizations is inevitable In 
January, arrested Krustaleff with the 
intention of deliberately precipitating 
m atters by challenging the organiza­ 
tions before they were fully prepared. 
Many persons believe that Count

Berlin, Dec. l l . — A dispatch from 
St. 
Petersburg says the scheme o f 
Baron Lioeq de Lobe!, the French en ­ 
gineer. for the building of a railroad 
from Siberia to Alaska has been ap­ 
proved by the Russian government, 
which has named a commission to 
formulate contract regulations 
Baron de Lobel represents a group 
of French capitalists who propose to 
build a railroad from Siberia to A las­ 
ka by bridging and by tunnelling un­ 
der Bering straits. 
It is said that the 
enterprise will be capitalized at $250.- 
000.000 to *200,000,000, and that the 
money centers of France, Russia and 
the Knifed States will be asked to 
share in the financial phase of the 
project.
